CAMP LIBERTY

The arrival of refugees at Eglin Air Force Base happened.fast. 
From little more than a rumor at.mid-week the Camp was a reality 
by week’s end. MARS moved fast, too, when it became apparent 
that many messages of arrival and queries as to whereabouts of 
relatives would be generated. From a small member-owned van to 
full operation of AGA2EG/Unit 2 under canvas the operation 
moved into gear smoothly. 

At the peak of the operation the Eglin MARS repeater, the 
AGA2EG KWM-2A, and at least one member of the Base Support 
Team were “going strong’’ from seven in the morning until ten at 
night. In all, 20 members of the Eglin Base Support Team par- 
ticipated in one way or another. Most put in several tours at traffic- 
handling at the Camp. 

Master Sergeant Jim Recuero, Base MARS Director. and Major 
Dick Kronick, AFA2TT, Base Support Team Manager, made the 
Camp their second home for many days. Other members of the 
Team that participated were Lyndell Brown, AFA2DT; Frank 
Butler, AFA2EL; Clair Chellberg, AFA2FM; Randy Counsman, 
AFA2GZ; Bill Hendricks, AFA2PE; John Lakin, AFA2UE; Bob 
Miller, AFA2YO; Gene Monk, AFA2YV; AFB2CP, Clarence 
Quinlan; AFB2DW, Dan Ritola; AFB2JQ, Harry Tracy; AFB2LH, 
Bob Wasserlein; AFB2QX, Charles Saunders; AFB2UR, Ken 
Davis; AFB2UV, John Poindexter; and AFB2UZ, Charles Gunter. 

The Florida State MARS Director, Mike Green, AFF2FL, and 
Phil O’Dwyer, AFB?AL, Assistant Florida State MARS Director, 
were of great assistance, both in coordinating the state-wide traffic 
flow and in relaying and delivering the refugee traffic. 

During the period 2 May to 5 June 1980, a total of 1,348 messages 
were transmitted from refugees to relatives or friends in the United 
States. About 200 of these were sent by teletype by AFB2UZ of the 
Base Support Team. About a third of them were relayed by 
AFB2AL. Most of the traffic was for the Miami and New York 
areas but messages were sent to all parts of the country via 
TRANSCON. Frequently a message gave arrival information on a 
large number of refugees. 

The MARS Station at Eglin is not manned at the present time and 
Camp Liberty gave the Base Support Team an excellent op- 
portunity to improve its state of training and readiness. The team 
demonstrated that using affiliate operators alone that Base MARS 
Station can be operated on an around-the-clock schedule for at least

‘Dear Andy: 

As you know, I just returned from Italy and Spain. As I make frequent trips to those 
countries, I have been very interested in reciprocal licensing. 

Upon my arrival in Italy, I telephoned Manual F. Calero, Reciprocal Licensing 
Manager for Association Radiotechnica Italiano (ARI). He informed that he was leaving 
for Rome that evening for a scheduled conference with the head of Telecommunications 
with the Italian Government to discuss the proposed reciprocal licensing agreement with 
the U.S. He mentioned that the President of Italy is also a “‘ham”’. 

The following Sunday, Dr. Calero (I4CMF) called me. He was very happy to inform me 
that the Telecommunications officials have approved the wordage of the agreement, anid 
that the formal signing with the U.S. Embassy officials would be scheduled for sometime 
during the next few weeks. 

To the best of my knowledge, this information has not been distributed to any person or 
organization in the USA. ' 

Dr. Calero aiso intormed me that the operator’s license issued by. the Italian 
Telecommunications Department would furnish adequate information for issuance of a 
station license, and no further action would be required by me. The station license issue 
would be automatic. J 

Dr. Calero has devoted many long hours, and paid most of the expenses out of his own 
pocket over the past several years on this project. And, while this will mean ntuch to the 
military serving.in Italy, few Italian amateurs will be operating in the U.S. a5:

27 MHZ PETITIONS 

Petitions to expand 27 MHz CB band and to legalize the 
widespread unlicensed single sideband operations between the CB 
band and the amateur 10 meter band were considered by the FCC 
today. The ARRL had filed comments opposing the petitions. Last 
December, as described in March 1980 QST, page 73, the FCC had 
instructed its Private Radio Bureau to prepare a draft Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking on the subject. 

At the FCC meeting today, the draft was vigorouly opposed by 
the Field Operations Bureau because of enforcement and in- 
terference problems. After extended discussion the Commissioners 
voted to have prepared a Notice of Inquiry seeking answers to 
many troubling questions before proceeding further with this 
matter. 

ARRL will file appropriate comments when this Noice of Inquiry 
is released. In the meantime, the CB rules and the status of the 
illegal operators remain unchanged. (ARL OB 73 7-1-80)

Effective June 1, Tom Clark W3IWI, will assume the AMSAT 
presidency. Tom has solicited input from the membership. Let’s 
give some! I think he will be very responsive to comments. Also, 
give some thought to best utilization of the current satellites A07 
and A08. They are all we are going to have for a while. 

Additionally, thee may be some benefit to further organization of 
our SEASAT (Southeast Amateur Satellite) group. Abilities and 
resources could be pooled to effectively promote AMSAT and 
amateur satellite operation, education, improve technical ability 
and engage in fund raising. What are your thoughts? 

Would appreciate your comments and suggestions via letter or on 
the Sunday morning net. I will forward all input to Tom Clark at 
AMSAT.

HOW TO LOCATE RADIO OR TELEVISION 
INTERFERENCE IN THE HOME 
By Larry, AAR40OE 

1. Go to your main fuse or circuit breaker panel with a battery 
operated transistor radio tuned between stations and listen for the 
noise. (If at night or in an enclosed room, be sure to have working 
flashlight with you. ) 

2. If the noise is present and corresponds to the disturbing in- 
terference, shut off all power to your premises by opening the 
MAIN circuit breaker, switch or other enclosed service disconnect. 
Do not attempt to remove cartridge fuses or operate exposed or 
open-type disconnects if physical contact with the electrical circuit 
is at all possible. 

If the noise on the battery operated radio stops the source of 
interference is within your own premises. 

Restore the MAIN circuit breaker, switch or disconnect. 

3. Assuming the noise stopped while your electric service was 
off, you-can now locate the noise source. 

While monitoring the transistor radio as before with the noise 
present, open individual sub-main circuit breakers one at a time 
until the noise disappears. ; 

You must now determine what has been turned off by going from 
room to room, checking outlets, appliances and lights for the ab- 
sence of electricity. The offending noise source will be something 
on this circuit. 

If the noise is steady, look for a running electric motor, 
fluorescent lighting fixture, light dimming switch, paddle fan with 
a silicon controlled rectifier in the circuit, or some other radio or 
television equipment. 

Devices most commonly found on private premises that cause 
intermittent radio or television interference are: heating pads, . 
electric blanket controllers, tropical fish aquariums, refrigerators 
(butter conditioners), door bell transformers and/or flashing 
decorative lighting. 

4. It is important for your own benefit to have the offending 
device checked and/or repaired to insure normal safe operation. 

5 The interference produced by these devices will travel 
through the house wiring out to the power line, down to the power 
transformer and through the service wires to each of the houses on 
the transformer. Therefore, if you don’t find the source of. in- 
terference in your house, it may be coming from one of your 
neighbors. If < », be diplomatic and ask for your neighbors help this 
will be the quickest and easiest way to solve the problem and keep 
on friendly terms with your neighbors. Good luck. (QUA Bulletin 
Army MARS)

nights. (They seem to prove that in California every week. ) 

It’s not until a Ham decides he’d like to operate a Military Af- 
filiate Radio System (MARS) station that he finds himself asking 
for something that he doesn’t rate merely by virtue of his 
Citizenship and his technical competence. At least I can find 
nothing in the Army MARS Tech Manual which binds State or 
National Directors to admit or keep every applicant who meets a 
set of written qualifications. My MARS license says it can be 
“revoked for cause,” apparently leaving it up to the revoker what 
constitutes ‘‘cause,’’ and I have no doubt that the definition of 
“cause,” would include the type of obnoxious and inconsiderate 
behavior which is accepted as normal conversation on the Citizens 
Band and Ham-20-meter-voice bands. 

Futhermore, MARS demands service to others. Most members 
who don’t provide it seem to drop their membership automatically 
after a few months, even if they’ve put in their minimum of 
required hours of participation. Perhaps they feel they’ve failed to 
earn the privilege; they’d rather quit than carry the discomfort of 
being deadheaders or freeloaders, and such a motive is to be 
respected. 

A theologian named H.L. Manson once said, ‘‘Salvation may be 
free, but it is never cheap.’’ The same might be said of membership 
in any organization in which the main thing given out is the op- 
portunity to give of oneself.

TRANSFORMER SHORT TEST 
By Richard J. Martone, N4ALR 
A simple way to check a power line operated transformer 
(which may be in a piece of equipment, or surplus) for shorted 
turns, is to connect it to the power line as shown in the sche- 
matic. 
Before the test, all loads must be removed from the sec- 
ondary, or secondaries. 
Bulb indications: A brightly lit bulb indicates shorted 
turns in the transformer. 
A bulb that is very dimly lit or completely unlit indicates 
a transformer that is OK. 
The light bulb is a standard 120 volt household type. 
Standard high voltage precautions should be used.

15 watt for small transfoAmers

Ariane vehicle was not fully certified, Amsat was unable to insure 
the Phase III vehicle. 

The Phase III launch was a highly calculated risk from the 
outset. Being the launch vehicle had only one successful flight and 
was unproven. Added to that was a 15-20% chance that the solid 
propellent ‘‘kick’”” motor would explode upon activation once in | 
resting orbit. These risks were taken in the spirit of high level 
experimentation. Many volunteers worked long hours, sometimes 
to the point of exhaustion, to complete Phase III on time. No effort 
was spared to make Phase III the best yet. The failure of the launch 
came as a heavy blow to these people. 

Amsat is now trying to recover from this disaster and is currently 
soliciting donations from all interested persons. Membership in 
Amsat is $16 a year and this includes receiving Amsat’s journal

By the use 
of amateur radio, he was in constant contact with the primary 
command post giving situation reports. 

At the Milligan incident, he was the only representative from the 
legislature to survey the site during the clean-up. Because of his 
interest, Governor Graham appointed him chairman of an ad hoc 
committee to revise the state disaster system. Through his efforts 
as chairman, attention was directed to invaluable mobile com- 
munications equipment which included equipment for amateur 
frequencies. 

Last, but not least, Ron has done a tremendous service to the 
amateur fraternity by focusing attention of the legislature on hams 
and their public service functions through the introduction and 
vigorous prosecution of his license tag bill.
